: No meeting of this Commission has been held. There being no appro- 
priation or other provision for paying travel and other expenses of the 
members, it seemed impracticable to attempt to hold such a meeting. 
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Through conference and correspondence with the other members of the 
Commission, it was learned that few, if any, could attend such a meeting 
and therefore no formal call was issued. 


I have personally made some study of the water right laws and con- 
siderable work has been done by the irrigation committee of “Montanans 
Incorporated” on the irrigation district laws. The results of these studies 
will be incorporated in the biennial report of this office. 


As to the report of this Commission, it is concluded: That the subject 
of water right law is so involved and intricate it is unprepared to make 
recommendations for the revision or recodification of the present statutes 
and: that such recommendations would necessarily be based on an ex- 
haustive study of the subject which this Commission has been unable to 
make; that in regard to irrigation district law, the same conditions ob- 
tain and: that no recommendation as to legislation can be made.

In some Legislative Bodies, the motion to reconsider, when laid upe 
the table, carries with it all adhering motions and cannot be taken fro1, 
the table. It is very doubtful if this is wise procedure, as it can be use 
unfairly by experienced members, to move a certain matter beyond tk 
control of the House at a time when its sponsors are not on the alert. | 


Under the rules governing this body, the following procedure } 
available: 


After the House has voted adversely on the main question befor 
it, which might be a bill, a resolution or any main motion, a member wt) 
voted on the prevailing side can move a reconsideration. In all tell 
the motion to reconsider, if made immediately, would fail and it could n¢ 
be renewed as to that question, and since there is no other way of bringi 

a bill or other main question back before the House, this procedure col 
ites final adverse action. |)

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The following further procedure is available: 


| A motion to postpone indefinitely is in order as to any main question 
r motion and would be in order as to a bill, at any time the bill might 
ye before the House, up to its final passage. The motion to postpone 
fae is open to debate and even opens up the main question to de- 





pate, and therefore, a member making such a motion could not justly be 
accused of using unfair tactics. 


| There is only one way to bring a matter back before the House after 
action on it has been taken to postpone indefinitely, and that is by a mo- 
ion to reconsider, which motion must be made either on that day or on 
the succeeding day.

‘f the property. It is not the taxable value of the property, unless the 
‘tructure authorized is put into successful operation. When actual results 
iqual permissible results, then, and then only, is the rate basis the actual 
ynd taxable value of the property. This is clearly pointed out by the Cir- 
(uit Court of Appeals for the Eighth Circuit in Temmer v. Denver Tram- 
way Co., 18 F. (2d) 226, 228; “an examination of the constituent elements 
hich go to make up value for the purpose of determining a rate of fares 
40 be charged in order to obviate confiscation discloses, aside from the 
wactical difficulties of the situation, that the rating base value furnishes 
10 proper or legal criterion on which to bottom actual value.” 


Again at page 229 of 18 F. (2d) it is said: “But nevertheless these 
ifferences of constituent elements illustrate the fairly clear distinction 
ixisting, between value for rate-making purposes, and fair, market, or 
\ctual value, and we think show that the former does not necessarily bear 
ny conclusive, legal relation to the latter.”

of a full appreciation of the fact that the primary obligation to give 
per care to these men rests upon the Federal Government which repre- 
ted all of the states in calling these men into the service. 


Immediately after the World War, through pressure of public opinion,

Situation by Congress, and elaborate and effective system of handling 
th post war work of adequately caring for disabled ex-service men was 
}ovided for by the establishment of what is now known as the “Veterans 
_jministration.” 
In 1924 Congress adopted a provision for the hospitalization by the 
erans Bureau of all ex-service men requiring hospitalization, regardless 
'the origin of their disability. During the last eight (8) years this 
"vice has taken a very heavy load from the States and placed it with 
encies of the Federal Government, which owes the primary duty, and 
tich through the organization of the Veterans Administration, is equip- 
to handle the work more efficiently and less expensively than can be 
ne by the States. 

, A further provision was made by Congress whereby a moderate allow- 
ae was made to men suffering from disability not due to service. In 
S respect, again, a load was taken from the States and their various 
munities. 


There is now a strong movement in and out of Congress to do away 
th these two provisions of the Laws of Congress. 
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The repeal of Section 202-10 of the World War Veterans Act of 1\ 
which provides for such hospitalization and the repeal of the proyis) 
for disability allowance, will set the entire question at large, leaving it;

possible.

SIXTIETH DAY 


House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana, March 2, 1933. 


House convened, pursuant to adjournment, at 10:00 o’clock a. m. 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 
Invocation by the Chaplain. 


On roll call all members present except Reardon of Deer Lodge and 
Sullivan both excused. 


Besancon: We have just received the sad news of the death of Senator 
Walsh. This lovable and great character has now passed to his eternal 
rest. For twenty years Senator Walsh has ably and fearlessly represented 
this State in the councils of the Nation. Starting from almost humble be- 
ginnings, he reached a place very high indeed among America’s great 
statesmen. Now, at the peak of his career, be has passed to the Great 
Beyond. Mr. Speaker, I think it fitting and proper that the House de- 
vote a short time this morning in observance of this sad event. I move 
that the House of Representatives stand in silent attention to his memory. 


In response to the above motion, the House stood in silent attention 
for two minutes to the memory of Senator Thomas J. Walsh. 


The Speaker: Out of respect for the memory of Senator Walsh, whose 
passing has cast our State and the entire Nation into the depths of grief, 
I will ask the Chief Clerk at this time to read to you a speech delivered 
by Senator Walsh on January 15th, 1913, in the House of Representatives, 
to a joint session of the House and Senate on the day after his election by 
ae Thirteenth Legislative Assembly of this State to the United States 

enate. 


Thereupon the Clerk read the following from the Journal of the Thir- 
teenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 
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Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


_ “Tam sincerely appreciative of the courtesy through which I am per- 
mitted on this occasion to express publicly to the people of Montana my 
thanks for the more than generous call to serve them as their representa- 
tive in the National Senate, voiced at the late election and now con- 
firmed by our solemn proceedings. 


Whatever the future may have in store, I shall never cease to be 
grateful that in this critical juncture in our political life, I was regarded 
as in some measure representative of their hopes and aspirations and that 
on the first occasion on which they were permitted to express their pre- 
ference for that high office, I was the choice of the people of this great 
commonwealth for it. 


It is not only gratifying but impressive that there should be ex- 
hibited such ready and cheerful acquiescence in the result of the election. 
It will be recorded to the honor of the members of this body, who came 
here pledged to vote for one not of their own party, that none found the 
obligation to any extent irksome, nor was there room to doubt at any 
time, in the case of any of them, that it would be religiously observed. 


My acknowledgments are especially due to those members not of my 
own political faith, who, unconstrained by any pro-election pledge have 
graciously made an election by this Assembly unanimous. They have 
taught a valuable lesson of the sovereignty of the will of the people. 


I am not unappreciative either of the high dignity of the position 
to which you, in their name and obedient to their mandate, have raised me, 
nor of my own inability to fill the place in a manner even remotely ap- 
proaching the ideal. Whatever limitations in usefulness may, however, be 
imposed upon me by deficiency in talent, I shall hope to overcome, in part 
at least, by assiduity in labor which twenty-five years of active practice 
as a lawyer has made a fixed habit of my life. 


In all probability this is the last time that a Montana Legislature will 
even formally participate in the election of a United States senator. 


Before another session convenes, the amendment intended to make 
operative in every state the method of election our people have, in effect, 
adopted, will doubtless have become a part of our organic law. You will, 
I am sure, actuated by your own views and adminished by the platforms 
of the parties by which you were respectfully nominated, hasten to ratify 
and confirm it. You are now free to devote yourselves to the work of 
legislation before you, unembarrassed by a senatorial contest hitherto the 
fruitful source of public scandal. 

In this departure from a system intended to permit a choice for senator 
in defiance of, or at least not in accordance with, the will of the people, 
is witnessed one of the initial triumphs of the movement to make this 
government a truly popular one. 

The political sentiment to which it is responsive has already sent 
to the national councils many men whose views of public questions are 
in striking contrast to those prevailing in the school to which those they 
supplant belong. 

That sentiment has not been without effect on the convictions of 
many others of the older class of statesmen. Some have in good faith 
accepted the doctrine that a more thorough-going democracy than that 
which has obtained is essential to our politcial salvation. Others have 
yielded, from prudential reasons, a reluctant acquiescence. Quite apart 
from the question of party supremacy, we are in the midst of what may 
not inappropriately be termed a political revolution, the consequences of 
which will be exhibited in legislation deeply affecting the social and in- 
dustrial order. A more marked humanitarianism will undoubtedly char- 
acterize it. The conservation of human life will be a feature of first im- 
portance in it. It must aim to exact recognition of the reasonable claims 
of humanity though industry should thereby be burdened. Industrial 
supremacy built upon the denial of such brings neither honor nor lasting 


good. 
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This legislation will be incidental to the main object of the move- 
ment—the abolition of privilege through which an unjust share of the 
prodigious wealth our prolific country produces finds its way into the | 
hands of the relatively few where it accumulates in menacing magnitude. 


In this work patriotic citizens of all parties who have deplored the 
conditions rendering it necessary, will lend their sympathy, encourage- 
ment and aid. 


When the surgeon is about to apply the knife in what is known as a 
major operation, he prepares the patient to withstand the shock by a 
nourishing regimen. Providence has guarded against any unfortunate 
depression attentant upon the operation found essential to the health of 
the body politic, the yield of the farms and fields of the nation surpassing 
in the year just gone, anything heretofore known in our history. With 
abundant crops come a season of unusual activity in all dependent in- 
dustries. 


In the iron and steel trade, usually regarded as an index of business 
conditions, the paramount question is to make deliveries. The farthest 
West is revealing possibilities for agricultural development hitherto un- 
dreamed of, and an era of railroad construction is upon us that has no 
parallel. Heretofore railroads were constructed through the intermoun- 
tain region primarily for transcontintental traffic. The new lines con- 
template securing a profitabie business from the regions they develop and 
through which they run. These great enterprises are not projected in 
the prospect of impending financial and industrial disorders. The record- 
breaking copper output of 1912 tells not less eloquently the general con- 
viction of the prevalence of virile business conditions. Not unlikely some 
slight disturbance will be experienced consequently upon necessary read- 
justments, but this, a patient and patriotic public will regard as a mere 
incident of the transition to a system under which the prosperity of our 
country will be measured rather by the generality with which the con- 
forts of life are enjoyed than by imposing figures of our aggregate wealth 
that may mean the extreme of destitution on the one hand and of opulence 
on the other. 


The tendency towards a more thoroughly representative government 
in this country is intimately associated with the moral awakening which 
has characterized the last decade. The rule of the few can be maintained 
here only by corruption and political chicanery. The aroused conscience 
of the people revolts at the former and their advancing intelligence rend- 
ers less and less effective the latter. The quickening moral sense and in- 
creasing power of the people have each kept pace with the other in this 
state. 


Without disparagement of the past it may in justice to this body be 
said that it is without a peer in our history in respect to the conscientious 
purpose of its members to give to the state disinterested and devoted 
service. 


In entering upon the duties devolving upon me by virtue of the 
senatorial office, I shall not be unmindful of the fact that though I may 
be the candidate of a party, I am now the servant of the people. My serv- 
vices are theirs to command in connection with any matter in respect to . 
which a representative in Congress may speak for them either individually 
or collectively, before any of the executive departments or other branches 
of the National Government. In an humble way at least, I hope to repay 
the people of the state by faithful service for the honor with which they 
today invest me, and I shall esteem it a favor on the part of any citizen 
who shall address me with reference to any business he may have with 
the federal authorities at Washington. 


My political affiliations have always been with the democratic party 
because, in my judgment, the basic principles it professes most surely lead 
to national greatness and most certainly tend to justice to all men. But I 
am not blind to the fact that party action is not infrequently the very 
antithesis of party principle, and that legislation which comes through 
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the fiery furnace of fierce opposition is rarely defensible when tried by any 

fixed principle. Even the Constitution of the United States, “the most 
wonderful work ever struck off at one time by the brain and purpose of 
man,” is an illogical compromise. It is not, accordingly, to be expected 
of me that I shall either allow my judgment with reference to legislation 
to be controlled by the application of set rules or my official action to 
be governed by any party organization. 


_I shall have no hesitancy in supporting measures that meet my appro- 
bation or condemning those against which my judgment or conscience re- 
-bels, without regard to the source: from which they originate. 


_ After all, the part of the work of a representative in Congress into 
which political consideration enter, is relatively small and, in view of the 
substantial harmony in purpose of the progressive element, regardless of 
party affiliation, realtively unimportant. It is rare that they have any 
proper place whatever in measures of a local nature. 


The administration of the public land laws, the prosecution of the great 
works of irrigation, the care of the Indians, the preservation and use of 
the national forests—these are great subjects in connection with which 
there are between us no political differences. 


I shall esteem it an added distinction to be a Senator from Montana. 
The fame of this state is very dear to me. Its romantic history, depicted 
in part in the works of art that adorn the walls and corridors of this 
chamber, appeals to the imagination. Its vast extent, once suggestive of 
endless and trackless wastes, now rightly excites the idea of limitless op- 
portunity. The plain story of the productive capacity of its soil, lately re- 
vealed, reads like a fairy tale. Its diversified resources invite the activity 
of the most varied and divergent talents. Its scenic beauties lure the 
lover of nature, who finds here mountain retreats wilder than the Tros- 
sachs and as grand as the Alps. Art and Industry must both thrive in 
these surroundings. It is a fascinating dream that Learning will one day 
find in their midst a home to which the scholars of the world will repair. 

I harbor no political ambition beyond a fervent desire to discharge 
with fidelity to the people of the State and the Nation the duties of the 
great office for which you have named me, for the term for which I have 
been elected. To that end I ask the guidance of the Great Ruler, whose 
ways are the ways of righteousness, and in whose hands are the destinies of 
men and nations.”

We, your Joint Conference Committee of the Senate and House, ap- 
pointed to consider the Garber resolution relating to alleged irregular 
expenditures approved by the State Board of Examiners for three trips 
of the Chancellor to Los Angeles, Spokane, and Washington, beg leave to 
report as follows: 


1. We eall attention to the opinion of the Attorney General written 
December 31, 1926 that; “The State Board must authorize trips.” We 
further find that the trip to Los Angeles by the Chancellor was authorized 
and expenses paid under a provision made prior to the law which forbids 
traveling expenses to teachers meetings outside the State.” 


2. The trip to Spokane by the Chancellor was made for the purpose 
of securing proper accrediting of our Educational Institutions. 


8. The trip to Washington was made by the Chancellor in obedience 
to a resolution passed by the State Board, namely: “That the Chancellor 
be requested to confer with the chairman of the advisory Committee of the 
R. F. C. and determine if aid could be gotten.” 


4. <We further find that the purpose of these trips was not con- 
tradictory to the statutes relating to expenses. However, the letter of the 
law requiring the approval of the Board of Education and of the Board of 
Examiners was not observed by formally authorizing and directing these 
trips outside the state. The only authorization of these trips was a verbal 
one made by the Governor and the Attorney General, made without a regu- 
lar meeting of the Board. While the object of these trips was laudable, 
the expense thereby contracted did not seem to be authorized by the 
statutes.

in provided for and in addition shall furnish a certificate of good moral 
character, qualifications and standing issued by the County License Board 
hereinafter provided for in Section 43 (c). Upon being satisfied from 
such application or otherwise that the applicant is qualified as herein pro- 
vided, the Board shall issue a license to such person, which license shall 
at all times be prominently displayed in the place of business of the appli- 
cant. If the Board shall find that the applicant is not qualified, no license 
shall be granted and the license fee tendered shall be by the Board re- 
turned. The Board shall have the right and is hereby given authority to 
make, at any time, an examination of the books of account of any such 
retailer and of his premises and otherwise check his methods of conduct- 
ing business and the alcoholic contents of the beer kept by him for sale. 


Amend Section 34 of the printed bill, page 7, lines 1 and 2 (which will 
be renumbered Section 32) to read as follows: 


Section 32. Any club desirng to possess or have for sale beer under 
the provisions of this Act shall make application to the Board for a per- 
mit so to do, accompanied by the license fee herein prescribed, together 
with a certificate of good moral character and fitness, issued by the County 
License Board hereinafter provided for by Section 48 (c). The remainder 
of the section commencing with the words “upon being satisfied” shall re- 
main unchanged. 


Amend Section 38, page 8 of the printed bill (to be renumbered Sec- 
tion 36) by striking out the entire section and substituting the following: 


Any person maintaining or operating any railroad car or train as a 
common carrier for the transportation of passengers, desiring to sell beer 
under the provisions of this Act, shall first apply to the Board for a per- 
mit so to do, accompanying the application with the license fee herein 
prescribed. Upon being satisfied from said application or otherwise that 
the applicant is qualified under the provisions of this Act, the Board shall 
issue a license for the sale of beer by such person, which shall at all times 
be prominently displayed in the car, operated by the applicant, wherein beer 
or malt liquors are served. The Board shall have the right at any time 
to make an inspection of the train or cars operated by any railway com- 
pany in this State, to ascertain whether this Act is being strictly complied 
with, and if not, the Board is authorized and empowered to cancel such 
license, after which the sale of any beer or malt liquors by any such com- 
mon carrier shall be unlawful and subject to the penalties herein pre- 
scribed. And it shall be unlawful for any such common carrier to sell 
beer or malt liquors to any person under the age of twenty-one (21) years 
or who may appear to be in an intoxicated or disorderly condition. 
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_Amend Section 39 on page 8 of the printed bill by striking out the 
entire section and renumbering the succeeding sections to correspond with 
the elimination of this and preceding sections of the Bill. 


_ Amend Section 40, page 8 of the printed bill (which will now be Sec- 
a 37) by striking out the entire section and substituting therefor the 
ollowing: 


| Section 37. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any such rail- 
| road train, as a common carrier, or its employees, to make sale of or dis- 
pose of any beer or malt liquors except such as shall have been lawfully 
acquired or purchased from a brewer, wholesaler or retailer duly licensed. 


Amend Section 41, page 8 of the printed bill (to be newly numbered 
Section 38) by striking out the entire section and substituting in lieu there- 
of the following: 


Section 38. Nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to 
mean that a person holding a hotel or restaurant license may not apply 
for and obtain a retail dealer’s license, or serve and sell beer at retail on 
the premises of such hotel or restaurant. 


__ Add a new section between Sections 42 and 48, page 9 of the printed 
bill, (renumbered Sections 39 and 41, to be numbered 20, “new numbering”’) 
to read as follows: 


Section 40. No licensee under the provisions of this Act shall employ 
or permit any person, either as a waiter or waitress, to serve beer to 
patrons, unless possessed of good moral character. 


Amend Section 43, page 9 of the printed bill (new numbering 41) so 
as to read as follows: 


Upon receipt of an application, the County License Board, hereinafter 
provided for, may, subject to such regulations as may be promulgated by 
the State Board of Equalization in that behalf, grant a special permit to 
any organized society, association or other duly constituted organization, 
whether incorporated or not, permitting the officers to purchase and serve 
beer’ at a banquet, or dinner; provided that it shall be unlawful to pur- 
chase or acquire beer for such purposes from anyone except a brewer, 
wholesaler, or retailer duly licensed under the provisions of this Act. 


Amend Section 45, page 9 of the printed bill, as amended by the House 
Committee of the Whole (newly numbered Section 48) by striking out the 
whole thereof and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 48. (a) No license to sell at retail at a fixed location under

(b) The number of licenses granted by the Board to retailers in 
cities, towns and villages shall not in any one year exceed: 

One license for the first Five Hundred (500) population, or fraction 
thereof; 

A second license for the next Five Hundred (500) population, or frac- 
tion thereof, up to One Thousand (1000) population; 

A third license for a population of at least Two Thousand (2000). 

A fourth license for a population of at least Three Thousand (38000); 
and 

One license for each additional Four Thousand (4000) of population 
thereafter. 

(c) The Board shall be authorized and it is hereby made its duty to 
| appoint in each of the several counties of the State a County License 

Board, to be composed of three representative citizens, whose duty it shall 
be to investigate the moral character, qualifications and standing of each 
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applicant for a license to sell at retail or wholesale, at a place of business; 


and no license shall be issued by the State Board of Equalization until 
the application therefor has been approved by a majority of the County 
License Board. 


(d) The tenure of office of those first appointed to serve on such 
County License Board shall be two (2), four (4), and six (6) years, and 
after the lapse of the first two years, succeeding members shall be ap- 
pointed by the State Board of Equalization for a tenure of office of six 
(6) years; the intention hereby being not to permit all of the members 
of such Board to retire at one and the same time and the members of 
such Board shall hold their office under appointment by the State Board 
of Equalization, subject to removal by the Board for cause; and they 
shall serve without any compensation whatsoever. 


(e) In the issuance of licenses to retailers under the provisions of 
this section, the following further limitations shall apply: 


(1) A hotel in order to obtain a license as provided in this Act for 
the sale of beer and for the preference rights herein provided for, must have 
been engaged in business for a period of at least one (1) year before mak- 
ing application for any such license. 


(2) In the issuance of wholesale licenses for the dispensing of beer 
in the several counties of the state, no more than two (2) licenses shall be 
issued to one person, firm, partnership, corporation or association of in- 
dividuals for the sale of beer anywhere within the State of Montana. 


(3) In all cases where the population of a city, town or village shall 
admit of the issuance of only one retail license therein, the Board must 
issue the same to a hotel applicant, if there be one, as in this Act de- 
fined, provided said hotel applicant is otherwise qualified as herein pre- 
scribed. 


(4) In all cases where the population of a city, town or village shall 
admit of the issuance of two retail licenses therein, the Board must issue 
one thereof to a hotel applicant, if there be one, as in this Act defined, pro- 
vided said hotel applicant is otherwise qualified as herein prescribed. 


(5) In all cases where the population of a city, town or village shall 
admit of the issuance of three or more retail licenses therein, the Board 
shall give preference in the case of each alternate application to a hotel 
applicant if there be one, as in this Act defined, provided said hotel applicant 
is otherwise qualified as herein prescribed. 


Nothing in this section contained shall be construed to limit the issu- 
ance of licenses to hotels as in this Act defined; it being intended hereby 
in the public interest and to facilitate regulation, to prefer the sale of 
beer through hotels. 


Amend Section 47, page 9 of the printed bill (renumbered Section 45) 
by strikng out all of line 3 which reads as follows: “Each brewer, Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00)”; the brewer’s license having been hereinbefore 
provided and fixed at the sum of Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars ($750.00);

_ Treasury and constitute a special fund to be designated “Montana Beer 
| Act Fund,” which to the extent of Fifteen per centum (15%) of the net 
| amount of current revenues received and paid into the State Treasury, shail 
| be available for the payment of the expenses of the Board in the admin- 
| istration of this Act, and the State Examiner shall quarterly audit the 
| books of the Board in order to determine that the amount of money re- 
| ceived as shown by the books of the Board correspond with the books of 
the State Treasurer.

The County Clerk must furnish 
the ballots to be used at such election, as provided in the general election 
laws, which ballots must contain the following words: “Sale of beer, yes”; 
“Sale of beer, no”. And the elector in order to vote must mark an “X” 
opposite one of the answers. 
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Section 53. Election, How Held. The polling places must be estab- 
lished, the judges and other officers to conduct the election must be desig- 
nated, and the election must be held, canvassed and returned in all re- 
spects in conformity to the general election laws of the State of Montana. 


Section 54. If a majority of the votes are against the sale of beer, 
the Board of County Commissioners must publish the result once a week 
for four weeks in the newspapers in which the notices of election were 
published, and from the date of the election no further licenses to vend 
beer in the county shall be issued by the Board of Equalization, and after 
the publication of notice proclaiming the result of the election as against 
the sale of beer, all licenses then existing shall be cancelled by the State 
Board of Equalization, and thereafter it shall be unlawful to sell any beer in 
any such county. 


Section 55. No election more than once in Two Years. No election 
shall be held in the same county oftener than once in any two years. 

Section 56. Election, How Contested. Any election held under the 
provisions of this Act may be contested in the same manner as other 
elections under the laws of this State. 


Amend by strikng out the House amendment made by the Committee 
of the Whole appearing attached to page 11 of the printed bill as Section 
52, by striking the same out in its entirety, which House amendment re- 
lates to the licensing and sale of beer by cities and towns, as the same 
already has been covered by the amendment offered by this Committee 
to Section 49 of the printed bill (renumbered Section 47.)

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J. Burke Clements became Chairman of the Industrial Accident Board 
on May Ist, 1927. It will be noted that the fund since he became chair- 
man of the Board did grow from $572,000.00 in 1926 to $724,000.00 in 1980. 
The years 1929 and 1930 were the peak years in industry in Montana and 
naturally the premium income was also at its peak. This accounts for 
the reserve fund becoming so large. The House will note that the reserve 
fund grew from a figure of $229,000.00 in 1919 to a figure of three quarters 
of a million dollars in 1930. 

Naturally during 1929 and 1930, because of the fact that these years 
were the peak years in industry, there were more accidents than at any 
other time. The Board is now paying for the disabilities which have re- 
sulted from those accidents. In other words, the Industrial Accident Fund 
is carrying the peak of compensation during the years 1932 and 1933. By 
reason of considerable cessation of activities in industries the income went 
down in 1932. By reason of this it was necessary for the Board to use 
approximately $81,000.00 of the reserve fund for the purpose of paying 
compensation. In other words $81, 000.00 more in compensation was paid 
than was received in premium income. This does not mean that there is 
any deficit or shortage in the reserve fund. There was built up a re- 
serve of $724,000.00, the reserve being built up for the sole purpose of 
paying compensation, and rather than increase premium rates at a time 
when industries in Montana are struggling to exist, the reserve has been 
paid at the extent of $81,000.00 during the last year for the payment of 
compensation. This is what the reserve was built for. It is not neces- 
sary that this reserve be brought to the figure it reached in 1930, it is 
only necessary that the reserve remain at a sufficient figure which will 
protect the workmen in hazardous industries. 


We have made a careful survey of the liabilities in workmen’s com- 
pensation. We estimate that the maximum amount of liabilities now held 
is $475,000.00. If all of these claims were to be paid today, in other words, 
if the Board were to close their books, they could be wiped off at a cost to 
the fund of $450,000.00, because of the discount allowed by law. This, of 
course, is an impossibility, as the Law does not permit a closing of the 
business, the state is obligated to carry on these contracts. The Board, 
therefore, is in a position of having liabilities of $475,000.00, with the re- 
serve fund of $641,000.00 at the end of the last fiscal year, less what- 
ever depreciation or “falling off of value in the securities.” 


The list of securities as published in the Board’s last report was taken 
and an itemized estimate was made of the present market value of all of 
those securities. There was made the most conservative estimate. which 
was an estimate based on the idea of what could be brought in cash for 
the securities at a forced sale or quick sale. All those securities which 
were purchased during the time J. Burke Clements has been Chairman 
of the Board, which were estimated at depressed or “falling off” value by 
reason of depressed conditions, is less than 11 per cent. It was found that 
the securities which make the total of $641,000.00 are worth their face 
value. That is, the Industrial Reserve Fund will receive every cent of their 
value, plus the interest, with the exception of some improvement district 
bonds, which were purchased before J. Burke Clements became Chairman 
of the Board, whose face value is approximately $30,000.00, and which it 
is believed have no value at all. 

In the past six years, during the time Clements has been Chairman of 
the Industrial Accident Board, this Board has paid out more than two 
million dollars in state money for workmen’s compensation. Particular 
attention is called to this for the reason that the volume of business done 
by the State is constantly increasing, notwithstanding the depressed con- 
ditions. The Board paid out in 1932 nearly one-half million dollars in 
workmen’s compensation under the state fund alone. This is three times 
the business done in 1921 and it was done for $1000.00 less expense. The 
cost of operating the department has been held at a minimum and is being 
held at a minimum.
